Issuraunce Companies—the Diflerance.

Now that the graveyard insurunce com-
panies wre belng wiped out, the public should
know the difference between them and the U,
B. Mutuul Aid Soclety of Pennsylvania. This
soclety was chartered by a special aet of the
8tate Leyislatine, March 11, 1869. Its charter

is peculiar and grants it speclal important
privileges. In 1878 the state cresred the oflive
of Commi=sioner of Insurance and a Commis-

sioner was appointed. In 1876 the State Legis-
lnture enactsd a generul lnsuranee law, pro-
viding tor the mganiziation of co-operative
or assessment life insurance companies, Un-
der this generud lnw the numerous graveyard
compaunies have been orgunized and Jdone
their «lirty work. A little observation will
thow very plainly that the U, B. Mutual Afd
Society of Pennevivania, was In a flourishing
conditionlong betore the office of Insurance
Commissioner was created, nnd still longer
before the general luw usder which the grave-
yard companies were organized was enacted.
